He is being urged to permit his name 
to go before the convention, but thus 
far he declines and I am afraid he 
cannot be induced to alter his position. 
He retired to private life from choice 
for domestic reasons and nothing, I 
fear, will induce him to re-enter poli- 
tics."

Three Men and a Woman Slain 
• , 


on a Farm at West New- 


Held, Maine 


West Newfleld. M«., June- l!.—Ths 


farm buildings of O«orge \V. Goodwin, 
situated two miles from here, on a cross 
road leading to East Wakefleld, were 
burned ut an early hour Monday morn- 
ing, and Mr Goodwin and three others 
had previously been murdered and iim 
buildings were set on fire to conceal tbe 
trims. 


Naturally, the entire community, al- 


ready aroused over the unexplained 
Sprague murd«r iu South Berwick, the 
bank robbery soon after in the same place 
and numerous assault cases within a few 
days, Is almost in a state of frenzy over 
this last and moat terrible tragedy. 


Mr. Goodwin lived about two miles 


outside the center of the town on the 
road to East Wakeneld. He was a man 
well off in \\ 01 idly goods and had always 
borne an excellent reputation among his 
neighbors. With him lived his mother, 
Mrs Elsie R. Home, 7« years of age; 
his adopted son, Scott Goodwin, 20 years 
old, and a hired man, Fred Bertsch. The 
bodies of all four of these persons were 
recovered from the ruins of the house, 
and those of Mrs Home and Bertsch gava 
every indication that they had bean 
murdered, for both the 
heads were 


crushed In, ivblle that of Bertsch showed 
many wounds as if made by a knife. The 
bodies of Goodwin and his son ware so 
badly burned that no trace of a weapon 
was discernible. 


While the fire was noticed as early as 


2 o'clock Monday morning, it was not 
until nearly 5 that anyone visited the 
place John Drew first gave the alarm, 
as he had occasion to go to the Goodwin 
place soon after sunrise for a cow which 
be had in the barn. He found the house 
In ruins, and seeing no trace of the fam- 
ily about, called out the neighbors. Some 
hours elapsed, however, before the town 
officials appeared on the scene and the 
work of recovering the bodies com- 
menced 


It was learned that Scott Goodwin had 


told a friend that a man named George 
Champion, who formerly worked in this 
vicinity and returned after being some 
months in Boston, had been hired by Mr. 
Goodwin to work on the place It was 
also recalled that Champion had had 
eome trouble In Boston, and the person 
who heard about him from Scott Good- 
win had also been told by Scott that 
Champion wanted to have his presence 
In this vicinity kept quiet. Subsequently, 
as only four bodies were found in the 
ruins of the fire, a search was begun for 
Champion, and all New England has 
been notified to look out for him and 
detain him, if discovered. 


The work of taking the bodies from 


tbe ruins was vigorously conducted and 
It was soon known that the fire was not 
an accident and that before it broke out 
a more awful tragedy had taken plaee. 


The bodies of Mr. Goodwin and his 


son were hardly recognizable, the latter 
being headless The body of Mrs Home 
was more readily identified, while that 
-of BertBch was simply charred. The 
medical examiner discovered that the 
head of Mrs. Home had been crushed in 
by some blunt instrument and that 
death probably ensued before the fire 
reached It In the case of Bertsch, not 
only was the skull crushed in, in a 
similar manner to that of Mrs. Home, 
but there were wounds on other parts of 
the body. The throat was cut and badly 
hacked, over the heart was a deep wound, 
which must have caused death, if death 
had not taken place before, while there 
were two more d«ep cuts in the breast, 
wounds which ordinarily would have 
proved mortal. 


A thorough search was made for traces 


Of other bodies, principally with the idea 
that perhaps Champion might have been 
In the house, but no more were found. 


In the meantime, word had been sent 


over the immediate vicinity and every 
effort was being made to apprehend 
Champion. A man was arre«ted in Som- 
ersworth later in the day, but last night 
he was released. Two men applied at a 
house in East Wakefteld for food, and 
while they were eating one of them kept 
his cqat sleeve over his left wrist. Both 
of these departed without their identity 
being disclosed. 


Tt was learned that Goodwin, some 


thrae weeks ago, sold a piece of wood- 
land for $2300, and some of his neighbors 
stated that he had banked some of the 
money shortly after, keeping $500 for use. 
Others state, however, that he did not 
place the money in the bank, but had It 
In the house, and this story is offered aa 
a motive for the crime. 


The description of Champion Is as fol- 


lows: Forty or 45 years of age, 5 feet 10 
Inches in height, we4ght 160 pounds, light 
complexion, thin features and with the 
finger of one hand mlaaing.

ment of the w eather and crop conditions 
of New England, compiled from the re- 
ports of correspondents of tlie weather 
bureau throughout the section, for the 
week ending June 11: 


The heavy rains which fell on the 3d 


and Jd ot the month have been followed 
by a week of much sunshine, with warm 
and equable temperature. Under theee 
favorable condition* planting has been 
practically completed, though in north- 
ern districts so me corn, bar l«y anA Hun- 
garian grass is yet to be seeded. 
The 


week has been marked by great growth 
in vegetation. Corn sprouts 
brofcs 


through the ground In five and six day* 
after seeding. While many correspon- 
dents state that rain, is now needed, tha 
conditions are not serious and do net 
approximate a drought. 


Perhaps more than any other orop, 


grass needs rain. The reports troan 
Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont 
continue to be of the most encouraging 
nature. All states report that the pas- 
tures are now luxuriant. 


Winter gram has headed well. Rye 


is exceptionally heavy. In southern New 
England the corn crop has been culti- 
vated. Cut worms In Connecticut are 
doing some damage to both grain and 
Vegetables. 


Apples and pears generally promise a 


heavy yield. In local districts early 
buds were destroyed by the frost of May 
29. One report from Maine states that 
the variety knovtn as the northern spy 
did not bloom There are very few for- 
est tent caterpillars this season. Peaches 
and plums, it Is estimated, have buds 
sufficient to yield 10 percent of a full 
Crop in southern New England. In 
Rhode Island and Connecticut etraw- 
berrtes are beginning to ripen; pros- 
pects for a lar -e crop continue. Black- 
berries are blooming full. 


Many reports state that potato beetles 


are numerous. All vegetables in south- 
ern New England have been hoed, and 
in northern New England early garden* 
have been cultivated. Reports uni- 
formly agree that vegetable gardens are 
excellent. 


Tobacco setting is progregvtnv alowly 


in Connecticut, because all plants must 
be watered. About three-fourths of the 
crop has now been planted. Cut worms 
are doing considerable damage to the 
plants.

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Otis Thinks Filipinos Would Be- 


come Good Citizens Through 


American School Ideas 


:Wa*tilngton, June 12.—General dtl» 


epemt yesterday afternoon at the war 
department in conference with the head* 
of the various staff depaitmenta in re- 
gard to the condition and needs of their 
departments in the Philippines. Very 
naturally he had nvony questions to an- 
swer in hte intercourse with his friends 
laapecting present and future conditions 
In the Philippine*, and of these he 
talked quite freely. 


He made one statement in particular 


which came as a distinct surprise, in 
view of the fact that he has spent a year 
and a half in fighting the Filipinos, for 
he declared that these same Filipinos 
were without question th* very best of 
any of the Asiatic races living on the 
Pacific coast and islands. He paid a 
high tribute to their acquisitiveness, 
saying that young and old were alike 
anxious to learn from the Americans 
and quick to dio s« if given any oppor- 
tunity. 


The demand for schools on the Ameri- 


can plan wasinsatiable. It had not been 
possible to secure a sufficient supply of 
Spanish-American text books, the mar- 
ket having been denuded of such. When 
the book hungry Filipinos were told this 
they begged fvr American school books, 
aad declared that their children could 
learn from them even without the 
Spanish text and translations. 


General Otis found, to his astonish- 


ment that such was the case. He said 
that in the course of a very few months 
the Filipino children picked up a fair 
knowledge of English. Even the old 
natives oehned the text books in the ef- 
fort to fix Engllwh phrases in their 
mtode. There was a dearth of teachens, 
too. General Otis said'he looked upon 
this educational feature as the only so- 
lution of the Philippine problem, and 
was confident that the spread of Ameri- 
can ideas through the Filipino schools 
would in the end make good citizens of 
the Filipinos.

BIGGEST MOVING PICTURES^ 


Over Three Miles of Film Require* 


to Photograph "Wild West." 


Arrangements are being made in the 


Edison laboratory, in West Orapge, 
N. J., for the taking of the biggest 
moving picture ever attempted. This 
is to illustrate the entire performance 
of Buffalo Bill's Wild West. To make 
this picture 18,000 feet of film will be 
required, and 96,000 separate pictures 
will be taken, says the New York Press. 
The film to be used will be all in one 
piece and will be the longest ever 
made. 


The films on which the Wild West 


pictures are to be taken are of a larger 
size than is generally used, and the fig- 
ures, when thrown on the screen, will 
be life size. An experimental picture 
of a part of the performance was made 
In Philadelphia recently, with splendid 
results.

practice to grind the film through the 
camera by band at the rate of about 
45 pictures a minute; but, as it will 
take an hour or more to expose the 
8% miles of film, an electric motor will

The presence of the state board of 
jrbitration in this city to amicably 
adjust a difference between employer 
and employes 
is something quite 


strange to North Adams people. As 
we understand it, the state board has 
come upon its own invitation and is 
offering it» good offices that pleasant 
relations may be restored between N. 
L. Millard and company and the strik- 
ing cutters of their shoe factory. We 
hope that the board of arbitration will 
be successful, and to the end that 
they may be successful we hope that 
the sides to the controversy will meet 
the board in the proper spirit. The 
public have little information regard- 
ing: the status of the case the board 
ol arbitration comes here to adjust if 
possible. Neither side has presented 
data from which the people might 
come to a correct conclusion as to the 
right of either side to the dispute. It 
is most difficult to arrive at such a 
conclusion even when every detail is 
submitted to the public, for there is 
not a general understanding of the 
technicalities of shoe manufacturing, 
but it is wholly impossible to pass 
judgment when there is nothing sub- 
mitted but statement and counter 
statement. This being the situation, 
nothing more can be done than ear- 
nestly hope for an early adjustment 
of the trouble—which is but a minor 
affair comparatively—in the interests 
of the workingmen, the employes and 
the public, and to beg that all parties 
concerned assume the conciliatory at- 
titude which will insure adjustment. 
There should not be on either side 
any underlying desire to secure an 
undue advantage. Such desire should 
be condemned, whether on the Bide 
of employer or employe.

POWER FROM OYSTER SOUP. 


How an Ingenious Locomotive Engineer 


Ssvred His Train Mod FMeangcrt. 


Ho was more than an ordinarily ac- 


complished liar for an amateur, and 
they all knew it when they asked him 
for a Btory. 


"I can tell yon howl once ran an en- 


gine and saved a trainload of people 
with an oyster stew if you want to 
know, but I don't think of anything 
more exciting than that," he said apolo- 
getically. 


"That's good enough," they all de- 


clared. "Give us that." 


"All right, then, here goes,"he said 


as he settled b»:k in his chair. ' 'I was 
once engineer on a road that ran for a 
long distance through the forests of 
northern Wisconsin, and we were fre- 
quently bothered by forest fires. They 
were particularly bad at the time I 
speak of. One day I had tun through 
one big blaze, only to find that there 
was a bigger one ahead. The worst of 
it was we were low on water, and there 
was no chance to fill the tank without 
dashing through tbe fire ahead of us. I 
sent the fireman ont to see if we bad 
enough to make tbe run, but he came 
back and told me the boiler was almost 
dry.' 'I was puzzled for awhile. It was 
death to all of us I knew to stay there, 
but how to get out was the question. 
Suddenly a happy thought struck me. 
There was a milk car just behind the 
first baggage, and I made for it. 'How 
mnch milk have you got?' I says to the

and then I ordered the other train bands 
who had come up to see why we had 
stopped to tote that milk and those oys- 
ters up to the engine. 


"They did it in spite of the kicking 


of the milkman, and when they had 
brought them up I ordered them all 
chucked into the tank. The conductor 
came up, too, and declared it was a 
funny notion to be making oyster stew 
in an engine boiler, when we were in 
danger of being burned alive, but I 
soon convinced him that it was neoes- 
aeu.y if we did not want to stay there 
and roast. 


"Well, we finally dumped in all the 


milk and all the oysters and started 
ahead. Yon ought to have smelled the 
steam that came back into that engine 
cab. It would have made you think of 
an old time church festival. 
Whew I 


How that soup did smell 1 It made the 
engine jnm,p, though, and that was all 
we wanted We got np a great head of 
eteam in no time, and the way we 
plunged through that next fire belt was 
a caution. As we pulled np at the sta- 
tion just beyond I opened np and' began 
to whistle. A great cloud of oyster soup 
or vapor shot into the sky, of course, 
and didn't come down till we were far 
out of sight. Then it settled like 4 
thick fog—oysters, soup and all. Every- 
body noticed it, of course, and there 
was a country scientist in the town 
who was sure it was the greatest phe- 
nomenon of the age. It was raining 
oyster soup up there h» waa sure, and 
the next issue of tbe weekly papers were 
full of it—not the soup, but the news ot 
it After the residents np that way had 
all swallowed it—not the sonp, but tbe 
story—we told them about it, and that 
was the silliest looking scientist I ever 
saw."—Chicago Times-Herald. 


Electric Light Company Tht Chief 


Suflertr, StrMtt Badly Wathad. 


The city wa» viilted yesterday af- 


ternoon about 4 o'clock by the worst 
storm of the year, and as far as heavy 
rainfall is concerned, one of the worst 
in several year*. The rain fell in 
sheeta, and the streets were quickly 
flooded, while many cellars were par- 
tialy drowned out At the lower end of 
Main street water filled the street al- 
most from curb to curb, but this was 
quickly carried off by the sevvers after 
the rain stopped. The lull streets of 
( 
" the city were of course considerably 
washed. High street 
suffering 
the 


worst. The street department will be 
kept busy for some time repairing the 
damag«. On West Main street where 
repairs are now in pi ogress, the dam- 
age was comparatively slight. 


There was also considerable loss from 


wind and lightning. The electric light 
company was probably the chief suf- 
ferer. On South Church street a tree 
blew down, falling- across the wires of 
the company and cutting off the arc 
and incandescent circuits, and also 
smashing: an arc lamp. The damage 
was reported immediately, however, 
and men went to work on it at once, 
so that the break was repaired within 
an hour. 
Four transformers were 


burned out, and the loss to the com- 
pany will reach probably $200. 


The telephone company had a num- 


ber of fuses burned out, BO that a num- 
ber of subscribers were inconvenienc- 
ed. The telegraph companies were not 
greatly handicappe4 although several 
of the Western Union lines were re- 
ported down. 


It was reported that lightning struck 


a house in Kempville, but no great 
damage was done. A tree was also 
struck in the yard of Mrs. Kichmond 
on State street. 


A BIT OF HISTORY, 


Pa., WM Once CsOled th« 


Capital of the Country. 


A pupil in the Boys' Grammar school, 


on Lafayette street, Germantown, waa 
asked by bis teacher "when the first 
congress 
occupied the Gennantovra 


academy, located on West School lane." 
It was a puzzle, of course, to the young 
scholar, who was at a loss to find any* 
thing in print verifying snob an event. 
The fact*, however, from which the 
false impression has frequently obtained 
are as follows: The government of the 
United States was fart inaugurated in 
New York in 1788, but by act of con- 
gress Philadelphia waa made the capital 
of tbe nation from 1790 until 1800. In 
1703 
the yellow fever became epidemic 


in this city, and it was in October of 
that year that tbe governor of Pennsyl- 
vania asked the board of trustees to ac- 
commodate the house of assembly, and 
a similar request for quarters came from 
congress. 


At the November meeting following 


the board proffered to congress tbe 
choice of the school building, but there 
is no minute evidence to ihow that con- 
gress accepted tb£ generous offer. At 
this time Washington resided in German- 
town, and the town was spoken of aa 
tbe government place of the state, and 
also of the United States. Jefferson, 
then secretary of state, and Randolph, 
attorney general, occupied tbe building, 
some yean ago torn down to extend the 
site on which tbe National bank now 
stands, at Main street and School lane. 


Bo, with Washington, Thomai Jeffer- 


son and John Randolph residing to Ger- 
mantown, it is not strange that tbe con- 
clusion should be formed that oongreH 
waa in session at tbe «ame time. Al- 
though the Oermantown academy never" 
bad the bonor of accommodating con- 
gress, a few years later, in 1708, when 
the yellow fever made iti appearance 
again in this city, tbe banks of North 
America and of Pennsylvania did find a 
temporary place ol nuet> iu the old 
aoadcu*, —Philadelphia Jteoord.

MUSIC AND THE HAIR. 


The Effect of Vibrattoqs Upon the Cover- 


ing of the Head. 


In a recent scientific assemblage a 


discussion took place ' upon the influ- 
ence of sleep in skin diseases. One of 
the gentlemen who took part stated in 
his criticism of the paper which had 
been read that one might as well talk 
of the influence of music upon the 
growth of the hair. It would seem that 
tbe suggestion of a possible connection 
thus thrown out in a jesting way has 
been taken seriously. At least a corre- 
spondent of Le Temps has made the 
discovery that music of certain kinds 
does in reality prevent the hair from 
falling, while that produced by certain 
instruments has the most disastrous ef- 
fects in causing rapid development of 
baldness. He finds that while composers 
are as prone as others to lose their hair 
at an earJy age those who play their 
compositions uppu the piano preserve, 
if they do not acquire, a luxuriant 
growth oi hair. On the ether hand, 
wind instruments, and especially the 
cornet and trombone, arc fatal to hir- 
sute adornment. The violoncello and 
the harp keep the hair in pretty well, but 
the flute cannot be depended upon to 
preserve a strong growth after the fifti- 
eth year of age. 


A number of pianists, including Pa- 


dexnwski, are cited in confirmation of the 
pronounced influence of piano music. It 
has been admitted for some time that 
music has a certain therapeutic worth, 
and it will be recalled that Dr. Ferraud 
presented a report to the French acad- 
emy on the physiological influence of 
music, poising ont in what ways it 
could be employed with therapeutic 
aims. Subsequently Dr. Betzchinsky re- 
ported an instance of night terrors in a 
child of 8 years, who was cured by hav- 
ing played to it each night music of a 
calming nature written in a n*ior key. 
A test waa made after a few nights by 
omitting tbe music, and that night 
alone the child had an attack. 


It has not as yet been determined just 


what key is most favorable to the pre- 
vention of an early bald state. Prob- 
ably a reasonable way of settling the 
disputed point would be to make a few 
experiments on dogs, thns proving a 
tolerance for different strains and avoid- 
ing the horripilation to which some pa- 
tients of refined tastes might be sub- 
jected. Wind instruments are always 
dangerous if the hair has not a good 
hold, while stiff haired people can 
stand anything. Possibly a good rule 
for any musician would be as soon as 
he finds his hair falling that he should 
cease playing for others.— Medioel £~y 
ord,

Millard, and he gave them a state- 
ment of his position in the matter. 
This was referred to theexecutive com- 
mute of the union, and a counter state- 
ment from the committee was prepar- 
ed, after which the board again visited 
Mr. Millard. Mr. Millard offered to 
ubmit the matter to the arbitration 
board under certain conditions. The 
union would undoubtedly be willing to 
do the same, but not under the same 
conditions. "What the board will be 
able to accomplish is still uncertain. 


Cutter Ansau t -d 


A man named Forbush, who is em- 


ployed in the cutting room now, was 
assaulted last evening near the place 
where he is rooming on Washington 
avenue. He was struck several times, 
and painfully thoush not seriously 
hurt. The assault was not committed 
by any of the strikers, however, and 
was only incidentally connected with 
the strike. The man who struck For- 
bush was a cutter from the eastern 
part of the state. He came to this city 
to get work but refused to go to work 
when ha saw that there was trouble 
here. Last evening he met Forbuan, 
whom he had known elsewhere, and 
against whom it is said that he had a 
former grudge. They had some words, 
and the afladr ended with the assault. 


Thes trikeir-s were hearty In their de- 


nunciation of the set \aaC evening, and 
said that they had no sympathy with 
such assaults, and wers using1 every 
effort to- prevent sympathizers 
their cause from making any trouble. 
No arrest was made as the man who 
committed, the assault could not be 
located. 


Deny Air. Kllllard's Statement* 


The strikers take a slumber of ex- 


ceptions to the statement made by N. 
L. Millard in this paper last Thursday, 
claiming that his entire ocatoment puts 
a misleading interpretation on the af- 
fair. The statement that $15 a week, 
the present rate of wages according to 
Mr. Millard Is the same that has been 
in force for the last 10 years. Is not 
true, they say. The schedule la liable 
to misinterpretation from tha fact that 
while $15 was the maximum paid, a 
man had to do a certain amount of 
work to receive it. 
If he did less, 


he was paidp roportiomately less, whlln 
if he did more, he was paid only the 
$15. 
In this way It is easily seen that 


Mr. Millard was the gainer from extra 
work, and the cutter was the loser for 
doing less work than the schedule 
called for, for the $15 a week. 


In the s«ume way, the cutters claim 


that Mr. Millard's statement that flui 
union men were showing an inclination 
to do Ifesa and leas is misleading. Cer- 
tain men in the room,, not over three 
or four, were able by extra work, to 
do more work than the $15 schedule 
called for. The only "lessening" of th« 
amount done which affected Mr MTl- 
lard was by these men when they 
might have reduced the amount to'^he 
amount Mr. Millard waa paying them 
for.In regard to hla statement of a re- 
mark that Mr. Tobln made, the follow- 
ing from a pirvate leflev from Mr. 
Tobln explains itself: 


"I see Mr. Millard quotes me In the 


papers as saying that I could find no 
fault with the position of the firm. 
This is absolutely untrue, as I do find 
a great deal of fault with the position 
of the firm, as they have not kept their 
agreement either In the letter or 
spirit." 


Beds In Sbo« Shop 


It was Bald by strikers that Mr. 


Millard had put beds In a room of the 
shop, and was keeping his new work- 
men there, where meals were furnish- 
ed. Mr. Millard was asked in regard 
to various matters thla afternoon, but 
refused to say a word to the reporter, 
because he claimed that (n yesterday's 
issue he was mfsauoted In regard to 
the refusal of boarding houses to keep 
hia cutters. He said that only those 
houses whiah had been tried had re- 
fused to entertain his men, and that he 
did not mean to Include "all" the 
boarding houses in the city.

"His maj«ty la convinced that the 


loyal support of many soore* of millions 
of the Chinese will be accorded to his 
proposals for putting an end to the s*ate 
of anarchy brought about by the action 
of Empress H«l Tsl. 
"The government of China being virtu- 


ally non-existent, the emperor proposes 
that the foreign powers whose troop* 
dominate the capital shall remove his 
Imperial person f rom the palace in which 
his majesty is confined as a prisoner, 
shall daclare Empress He! Tsi and her 
present ministers to be usurpers and 
shall bring Bmperor Kwang Hsu to 
whichever city the said foreign powers 
deem to be the most suitable situation 
for the new capital of the China** em- 
pire, under the new condition*. 


"It Is proposed by his maj-asty and his 


advisers that the foreign powers should 
declare a joint protectorate and under« 
take the task of governing the country 
through Ms majesty." 


The me*sa«* suggests that the pro- 


tectorate should abolish certain boairda 
in Pekln; appoint new ministers; abolish 
the existing so-called armies; establish 
gendarmerie under foreign officers; take 
control of the customs, poerta and tele- 
graphs Bind work them through Chinese 
officials; establish a uniform currency; 
readjust taxation and Insure the free- 
dom of religion. 


The last message out of Pekln to reach 


London left there yesterday morning at 
11 o'clock, going by way of the Russian 
telegraph through Manchuria, the Tien 
Tain line being cut. It Is as follows: 


"General Tung, a Mohammedan, ex- 


tremely hostile to foreigners, arrived 
here this morning and had a long audi- 
ence with Prince Tlan, father of the heir 
apparent, who Is seemingly friendly to 
the Boxers. Prince Tuan has been ap- 
pointed chief of the foreign office, over 
Prince Ching, who is more friendly to- 
ward the foreigners. The arrival of the 
empress dowager has rendered the city 
eomewhat more quiet than it had been 
recently. The Protestants have erected 
a barricade before the building in which 
they have taken refuge, and they have 
a small guard. The Catholics are con- 
centrated north of the cathedra.!, under 
the protection of a French guard of 25 
men, 
who will hold out to the end. I am 


convinced that Pekin, especially the 
Tartar city, Is safe. More massacres ot 
Christians are reported."

STARTS WEDNESDAY 


AH the telegrams indicate that the 


situation has not In the least Improved. 
On the contrary, the disorder lias spread 
from the neighborhood of Pekin to the 
capital Itself, which is growing turbulent 
In anti-foreign demonstrations. In ad- 
dition to the burning of the Pekln club, 
the secretary of the Belgian legation has 
been roughly handled in the streets. 
Hostile crowds continue to demonstrate 
against fhe legations. Two thousand in- 


wlth i ternatlonal troops are approaching the 


city, and the advance guard is due to 
arrive today.

The United States, according to dis- 


patches fra"ni Copenhagen, have given 
"hearty adhesioa" to the scheme for a 
Eropean demonstration. The Russian 
minister in Pekin, who also acts as the 
envoy of Denmark, is credited with hav 
Ing sent a dispatch to the Danish f oreig 
office, to the effect that a demonstration 
has been planned, under the leadership 
of England and Russia, in which all the 
great powers and several of the smaller 
will take part. The latter are not called 
upon to send troops, as there are enough 
•n the spot; but they are to be asked to 
delegate the right to hoist their flags to 
the great powers, in order that a demon- 
stration may be made or a battl* fought 
under the flags of all Europe. Japan and 
the United States have been informed | 
and agree to the arrangement.

Scientists will make a determined 


effort this Bummer to penetrate the 
mysteries surrounding the history of 
the cliff dwellers of the Mesa Verde, 
Colo., and to abed some light. It pos- 
sible. on the origin of the strange race. 
their customs and what waa their posi- 
tion among ancient tribes. 


Many exploring parties are already 


fitting out for the Mesa Verde. Pro- 
fessor George Doney of the Field Co- 
lumbian mujjeum has announced that 
he will visit the famous ruins for the 
purpose of obtaining Information aboot 
the cliff dwellers, and a party of Eng- 
lish scientists is equipping Itself for a 
similar tour. This party will soon 
leave Denver and, besides a thorough 
equipment for excavation, will carry 
many large cameras with telepboto 
lenses, says the Chicago Record. This 
will be the first time that the telephoto 
lens has been used for purposes of 
exploration. There are ruins In the 
Mesa Verde which are inaccessible to 
the photographer who carries an, or- 
dinary outfit. The only way to photo- 
graph these rains is across a wide 
canyon, and the distance Is too great 
for an ordinary lens to do effective 
work. The telephoto, which combines ' 
the effectiveness of the ordinary lens ^ 
with the magnifying power of a tele- 
scope, will give some new and impor- 
tant views of these remarkable dwell- 
ings, which have hitherto defied the 
efforts of the photographer. 


Not only *HU the Mesa Terde nrm» 


be more sytematlcally and thoroughly 
explored than ever before, but aden- 
tlflc studies will be prosecuted in Den- 
ver. The Colorado State Historical so* 
clety has gathered a large collection of 
cliff dweller skulls, bones, pottery, Im- 
plements and pictures, and Dr. A. L. 
Bennett, an eminent anthropologist, 
has been engaged to study this collec- 
tion and make deductions as to the life 
and times of the lost race. Dr. Bennett 
has done anthropological work In Afri- 
ca, his observations on the cannibal 
"Fang" tribe being published by the 
Anthropological Institute of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland. * 


So far but little scientific work has 


been done in the endeavor to ascertain 
something about the cliff dwellers. 
Nordenskjoto, a l^orwegian, has made 
a few careful not;es and measurements, 
and that about ends the work. Dr. 
Bennett intends to find out facts by 
comparative measurements of skulls 
and bones and by studying the pottery 
and picture writings. What the scien- 
tific world wishes to find out is to what 
race and to what tribe the cliff dwell- 
ers belonged and why they chose such 
a peculiar situation for their houses. 
It is a peculiar fact that all cliff dwell- 
ers' skulls are flattened at the back, 
supposed to have been caused by ar- 
tificial means, such as binding against 
a board. Dr. Bennett Is Inclined to 
think that this may have had a psycho- 
logical effect on the tribe, reducing cer- 
tain portions' of th'e brain by pressure 
and causing, naturally courageous In- 
dians to become timid and to flee to the 
cliffs for protection against enemies. 


At present scientists do not know 


whether cliff dwellers belong to the 
bronze age or to the stone age. Dr. 
Bennett is inclined to think that re- , 
search will prove that the cliff dwellers 
were the ancestors of the Pueblo In- 
dians and that they were connected 
also with the mound builders. 
; 


Thomas J. Dlven, an eminent archae- 


ologist, who has returned from an in- ' 
•pection of the Santa Clara cliff dwell- , 
lugs near Santa Fe, declares that the 
people who Inhabited the 
strange j 


dwellings were the ancestors of the 
Pueblo Indians and that they cannot 
be regarded as a loft WK». 
i 


"History knows of no extinct peo- 


ple," says Professor Dlven. "Absorp- 
tion by a conqueror is not extinction. 
The cliff dwellers were the ancestors 
of the Pueblos and were driven from , 
their strange dwellings by some great i 
demonstration of nature that was as | 
terrible as the eruption of Vesuvius , 
when Pompeii was wiped out of exist- j 
race. Everything proves this theory of 
abandonment The Pueblos' metates, 
or grinding stance; their fireplaces, 
their idols and their pottery— all are 
simitar in deaign and manufacture to 
those left in the cliff dwellings. The 
beam* that now support the roofs of 
the adobe hots of the Pueblos are pre- 
cisely similar to the charred beams 
thrown up by the excavation made in 
the Santa Clara ruins by the Smith- 
sonian iMtttutlon officials. Their adobe 
dwellings are built in terraces, reced- 
ing with every story, and similar in de- 
sign to the terraced rock cliffs that the 
cliff dweUara left behind. 


"In my opinion the cliff dwellers 


voluntarily left their residences and 
changed their nature and their mode of 
living f on the same reason that Pompeii 
and Berealanenm were abandoned and 
for the name reason that Sodom, Go- 
morrah and other cities around the 
Dead sea were deserted by their terror 
stricken Inhabitants. Some powerful 
cataclysm of nature operated with Ir- 
resistible force on superstitious na- 
ture*. The most casual Inspection will 
convince one that since those dwell- 
ings In the cliffs were constructed a 
terrible earthquake has shaken that 
region. In some cases the caves have 
been split open, while rocks as large 
M houses, bearing marks of human 


Workmanship, lie far below, where they 
could not have been hurled by the 
hand* of men. In some places great 
rocks, falling from above, have lodged 
on the terraces and tipped back into 
the openings, forever closing all eeress, 
and IngreM. Along the whole front of 
the cliffs lie rocks, great and small, by 
the thousands of tons. Volcanic cones 
•nd lava streams not far away v are 
mute evidences of the forces that tfaus- 
ed this cataclysm. 


"The greatest earthquake of modern 


times must 


m compartidlT "With the inignty force 
that tumbtod these great rocks about 
in such profusion and that created 
such destruction In the homes of the 
cliff dwellers. 
It must have been 


thought that the gods bad:eurwd their 
place of abed*, and the terror stricken 
cliff dwellers fled to the plains. To 
this day the Pueblos atua th* place 
of the accursed. None of them can 
ever be pweoadcd to enter one of thoH 
dwelling*. This feeling of tenor can 
be explained only aa an Inheritance 
from the cliff dweller* and to my 
mind in additional proof that the 
Pueblos of the present day arc the cnr- 
vlvor* of this stricken tribe that once 
took up its abode la the cliffs." 


In order to preserve the cliff dwell- 


ings for the benefit of science the wo- 
men of Colorado have been engaged In 
the 
work 
of securing legislation. 


Through the efforts of the Colorado 
Woman's club and of UongreB&mea 
Shafroth and Bell and Senator Henry 
M. Teller a bill setting aside the Meia 
Verde as a national park will become a 
law. No excavations will be permitted 
unless conducted by scientists, and the I 
destructive work of the relic hunter j 
will be stopped. Already some of the 
finest cliff dwellings in the district 
have been ruined by unskilled exca- 
vators, and excellent pieces of pottery, 
implements and even mummies have 
been dragged off to oblivion. All this 
material will be saved in the future, 
and doubtless some definite knowledge 
of the cliff dwellers and their bablto 
will soon result

FOR MACGAHAN'S GRAVE. 


Bulgarian Plan* • Monument to M 


American HU People Love*. 


An Interesting'caller at the White 


House the other day was Professor 
Stoyan Krstoff Vatralsky, a native of 
Bulgaria, a graduate of Harvard col- 
lege and a writer and lecturer of some 
note. 
Professor Vatralsky came to 


Washington from his temporary home 
at Cambridge, Mass., to see President 
McKinley and interest him la a move- 
ment to erect a monument over the 
grave of Januarius Aloysius MacGa- 
han, the famous Ohio war correspond- 
ent who Is known to all Bulgarians as 
the liberator of their nation. 


Professor Vatralsky has finished bis 


studies In America and will start for 
his home In September. Before leav- 
ing he decided to go on a pilgrimage 
to the grave of Mo^Gahan, at New 
Lexington, O. When he reached New 
Lexington, he_ was astonished to find 
that the grave was unmarked by even 
a simple headstone, and he determined 
forthwith that a suitable monument 
should be erected, says the Washing- 
ton Post. He interested a number ot 
prominent Ohio men in the work, and 
his visit to Washington was to secure 
an indorsement from the president. 
Mr. McKinley assured his visitor of 
his hearty sympathy with the move- 
ment and that be would do all In hia 
power to further so worthy a work. 
The president said the career of Mac- 
Gahan had always appealed to him 
and that he had often thought that 
some fitting memorial siioalu be erect- 
ed. 


In a toast at the Lincoln banquet of 


the Ohio Republican league at Colum- 
bus In 1892, in speaking of Ohio's sons, 
Mr. McKinley said of MacGahan: "The 
Bulgarian liberator, as he is called, 
whose fame as a correspondent is in- 
ternational, whose life was a chlval- 
r/>us romance, whose pen was weight- 
ed with power and might, the heroic 
MacGaban, was a Buckeye boy. Hla 
body, transferred from the ancient 
seat of eastern empire, now rests 
among the rugged hills of bis native 
county of Perry, where he spent his 
boyhood." 


It was a* correspondent for a London 


paper that MacGahan wrote the sto- 
ries of Turkish atrocities In Bulgaria 
which aroused the world to action and 
brought on. the Eusso-Turkish war, re- 
sulting in the Independence of Bulga- 
ria. MacGahan died and was burled In 
Bulgaria in 1878, but his body was lat- 
er brought across the seas sad found a 
final resting place at his boyhood's 
home. Professor Vatralsky hopes that 
the monument will be erected Jointly 
by MacGahan's native state of Ohio 
and the people of Bulgaria, and upon 
his return home he will immediately 
take up the work. An association to 
push the work In Ohio will probably bo 
formed within a abort time.

with a good practice who gets 50 cents 
for an office call, $1 for a day call and 
$1.50 for a night call, is not going to 
starve to death and that chances for a 
young doctor, without an established 
practice " to climb up are not going to 
be Increased by raising the fees. This 
part of it, however, is the doctors' 
lookout, and not that 01 the public. A 
resident who is by no means old says 
he can well remember when his family 
doctor charged him only 50 cents for a 
call, and dealt out his own medicine 
instead of sending him to the drusj 
store for it, as IB the practice n*v. a- 
days. But things have changed since 
those days, and people do not now ex- 
pect the services of physicians at such 
prices. The impression prevails, nev- 
ertheless, that the present fees are a 
little sttfut for a cfty like North Ad- 
ams and whether they can be success- 
fully maintained remains to be seen.
